Board of Health Minutes for April 18, 2016 - Steve Scanlin
The April 18, 2016 Board of Health minutes stand approved as presented.

FY 2016 Financial Reports - Bonnie Spencer
The FY 2016 Budget to Actual for April 2016 report reflects that we are 83% through the FY 2016 budget year.

Total revenues are at B77o of the budget. Fees are at 96%; conlracts are al82o/a, and county conlributions are at

96%. Total expenditures are at 80%. Personnel cost is at 83%, Operating cost is at 73%; and capital cost is at

50%, The FY 20'16 Cash Balance Statement and Reserve Report at the end of April reflects a total cash balance
of $3,055,923; and the reserve fund designation is $2,157,003 with a cash balance of undesignated funds at

$898,920. The Special Projects Reserve Fund balance is $282.

Quarterly Strategic Plan Progress Report - Bonnie Spencer
Bonnie Spencer presented the quarterly strategic plan progress report, providing cladty on areas of concerns.
Dr. Ted Epperly requesled that a percentage of completion be added somewhere in the report to cladfy where
we cunently stand with each objective.
